Tliis means a great deal of patience. 


It will require holding the cup to the 
baby's lips over and over, time after 
time, without any strain or emotion 
until the bnby begins to eat. 


If the child finds out that it can cre- 


ate considerable distxirbance simply 
by refusing to have .anything to do 
With cup or spoon, it is likely to use 
that fact to get its own will enforced 
in opposition to that of the parent. 


Sometimes a change in size of the 


cup, or a change In shape or color, will 
encourage the baby to eat when oth- 
er methods fail. 


After the baby has become used to 


orange juice and cod liver oil taken 
by the spoon, it goes to cereals and 
sieved vegetables. A bland cereal such 
as farirta is used most frequently as 
the first solid food. It should not be 
given in large amounts, and should be 
thin until the baby is accustomed to it. 


After the cereals have been estab- 


lished, the vegetables are tried, one 
by one, using carrots, peas, and string 
.beans, one at a time, to determine 
which foods m'eet. with the child's 
preference. 
, 


There is' no use forcing spinach or 


any other vegetable on the baby, since 
the variety available today is exceed- 
ingly great and various combinations 
will provide all essential factors. 


In later articles we shall take up 


the question of the time when the 
strained vegetables and chopped meats 
may be replaced by more solid food 
substances.

, Few people were really watettnind- 
ed. We can wave off that Saiturday 
night remark as a joke, but not the 
lest of it. Water spelled terror for 
nioat, and he who could actually swim 
was a seventh wonder. Today every- 
body swims, and Old Man Neptune no 
longer holds a mortgage on the sea_ 


Respect Versus Fear 


All this prologue for a purpose. 


Anything that develops quickly near- 
ly always leads to over-confidence. 
Each year takes its toll of drowned 
children now, which proves that as 
far as water-fear goes, well, there isn't 
any. I should say "water respect" in- 
stead of fear. There is a difference. 


It is good for children to swim and 


dive and exercise in the water. It is 
good for the body and gcoci for the 
soul. So I write not to discourage, but 
to warn. 


Water is not man's natural habitat. 


He was made to breath air and noth- 
ing else but. This thought should 
never leave the mind of either child 


-or adult who gets the bathing suit out 
of the moth-balls. 


No one Would walk into a gas-filled 


room without being sure the windows 
were open and the spring-lock on the 
door in working order. In other words 
he must be sure there is a* way out. 


It is the same with water. It is nec- 


essary to know you are safe in the 
water and to know there is no risk to 
prevent coming out alive and well. 


Risks Worth Considering 


The risks are pretty obvious to all 


of us, I think, but these few will bear 
repeating. 
Water too cold causes 


cramps. Bathing too soon after a meal 
is dangerous in various ways. River- 
swimming almost invariably is unsafe 
on account of undercurrents and suc- 
tiofi holes. 


Diving into shallow water or rock- 


filled lakes should be left to experts. 
And they don't do It, either. The child 
who can't swim or is just learning-eer- 
tainly has no business in water high- 
er than his ribs. No one should swim 
near a dam. Only the very seasoned 
should try diving from a boat. 


As for park pools, usually a guard 


watches over the children. But it is 
wise to have an older person along 
anyway, especially on busy days. If 
parents would impress all these things 
on their offspring in no uncertain 
terms and train them for water as 
thoroughly as 
for highway traffic, 


many lives would be saved. 


Find out where Johnny is going, 


then go out and look the place over 
yourself, if possible. 


A Book a Day

You are apt to hear a word or two 


about the Constitution, before this 
presidential campaign is over; and to 
prepare yourself for this experience 
you can hardly do better than to read 
"Fifty-Five Men," by Fred Rodell 
(Telegraph Press: $2.50). 


Mr. Rodeil, an assitant professor of 


law at Yale, has gone through Madi- 
son's famous diary to reconstruct the 
great convention at which the Con- 
stitution was written. His book shows 
you just what the founding fathers 
had in mind when they drew up that 
immortal document; and it may give 
'you a few surprises. 


First of all, he points out that the 


Constitution itself is more or less un- 
constitutional. That is, the delegates 
\yere sent to Philadelphia to amend 
tjhe articles of confederation, and most 
Specifically not to write a constitution. 
'They simply took the bit in their 
teeth .threw their instructions out of 
tiw window—and, being clever poli- 
ticians, got away with it. 


The 
most 
surprising 
disclosure, 


however, is that the Constitution was 
drawn up to checkmate? democracy, 
'fhe delegates frankly feared demo- 
cracy. They gave the national gov- 
ernment as much power as they dar- 
ed, and put as many check.s as they 
could on state power, to protect the 
wealthy.

iy the postmaster, or the assistant, 
ncl the veteran will be issued an of- 
icial receipt showing the total amount 
f the bonds surrendered and the se- 
ial numbers thereof. In connection 
vith the certification of bonds for 
aymcnt, it is desired to impress upon 
II veterans the necessity for com- 
lete and positive identification to the 
ertifying postmaster. 
"If the veteran is not personally 
nown to the postmaster or to the 
mployes assisting in certifaction, it 
ill bo necessary under regulations 
nit he be identified by two respon- 
ble persons, who are known to the 
erlifying officer. 
Both the veteran and the persons 
ho are identifying him must sign 
ic identification certificate on the 
ack of the bonds, in the presence of 
ic postmaster or other certifying of- 
cer. Bonds presented for certifica- 
cn, which have already been signed 
y the veteran cannot be accepted. 
"The American Legion has agreed 
o assist in every way possible in the 
latter of identifying veterans and it 


not thought that there will be much 


ifficulty in this respect. 
"All bonds surrendered for payment 
ill be sent daily by the certifying 
oslmasler to the paying post office, 
hich inthe case of the State of Ark- 
•>sas, including Hempstead county, 


Little Rock. These bonds sent in 


>r payment will go under registered 
over, but there will be no expense 
othe veteran for either postage or 


registry fee. 


"Upon receipt of the bonds to be 


cashed, the paying post office will 
mail each veteran a government chack 
for the amount of his bonds.

Kansas Farmers 


TOPEKA, Kah.— (/P)— Wheat is turn- 


ing from green to gold on the Kansas 
plains and the state is talking opti- 
mistically of hte "best harvest" in 
four years. With harvest only a few 
weeks away, farmers look for a crop 
of at least 
100,000,000 bushels. Not 


since 1932 has that much been pro- 
duced. 


Not that 100,000,000 bushels would 


be a bumper crop. Farmers will re- 
member the big 1S31 yield of 239,000,- 
000 bushels — the largest on record. 


Yet, 100,000,000 bushels would be 


pleasing this year, say agricultural 
leaders, following the low crop years 
of 1932-35 inclusive that produced an 
average of less than 65,000,000 bushels. 
Last year's yields was only 59,000,000 
bushels. 


Rain Revived Crop 


The outlook for the 
approaching 


harvest looked dark inded early in the 
spring. The driest three-month period 
on record had passed and farmers' 
hopes Were low. Tnen rains came In 
April and May to revive the grain and 
start it growing. 


J. C. Mohler, secretary of the state 


b§ard- of agriculture, and H. L. Col- 
lihg,'- statistician for the U. S. de- 
partment of agriculture, 
predict 
a 


yield of IW.tfOO.OOO bushels on the basis 
of May conditions. 


Last year at the same time they pre- 


dicted 67,000,000 bushels. 


Jardine Optimistic 


Similar optimism is expressed by 


Dr. W. M. Jardine, secretary of agri- 
culture under President Coolidge. Re- 
turning from a tour over much of the 
state recently, he predicted a harvest 
in excess of 100,000,000 bushels. 


"Taking the state as a whole," he 


said, "crop conditions are as good or 
better than they have been during the 
past five years." 


Operator of a large wheat farm in 


central Kansas, Dr. Jardine expects a 
harvest averaging 30 bushels an acre. 


Agricultural officials report the crop 


to be most promising in central and 
northern Kansas and least promising 
in the southwestern corner 
of 
the 


state, the area comprising part of the 
so-called "dust bowl."

There are ways in which the 12-

If it is given a 
specific time when it may wave ts 
arms and kick its legs, if it is proyid.- 
ed with equipment such as a sand -pile, 
dishes, spoons, and sieves, small steps 
and boxes to encourage climnblng, and 
blocks with which to build, it is more 
likely to develop proficiency in han- 
dling these materials than if it is left 
absolutely ajlone without any. assist- 
ance. 


If a child less than 6 months old is 


given one wooden cube and then an- 
other one, it will probably drop the 
first one to take hold of the second. 
Between the ages of 6 and 9 mon.ths, 
the baby learns that it is more effi- 
cient to reach for an object with one 
hand. 


By the age of 9 months, the baby 


probably will learn to hold one cutje j 
while it reaches for the second one 
with its other hand, but at this age 
three cubes prove to be too much, and 
the baby will drop one or both of the 
first two, to take the third. 


A 12-month-old baby may hold the 


twp cubes and reach fo rthe third, oc- 
casionally tryin gto reach it with its 
mouth.
